Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Crev/e  for  the  year  I96O, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


During  1960,  19  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1 year 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  20.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  number  for  1959  (15)  was  the  previous  lowest  figure  ever  recorded. 
16  of  these  infants  died  before  reaching  an  age  of  28  days.  One 
two  months  old  infant  died  from  Pneumonia  and  no  infant  death  was 
ascribed  to  Infectious  Disease,  although  one  ifant  died  from  Gastro 
Enteritis  and  D?larrhoea . 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  5^0  is  a reduction  on  the 
figure  of  599  recorded  in  1959°  The  death  rate  per  1,000  resident 
population  having  increased  from  10,2  in  1958  to  12.05  in  1958  and 
falling  to  11  o 7 irx  1959  now  falls  to  10.5°  The  England  and  Wales 
death  rate  also  fell  from  11.6  in  1959  to  11,5  in  I96O,  195  of 

these  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  75  years  or  over,  this  figure 
being  a reduction  of  31  on  the  1959  fig^'’-re.  9 deaths  were 
attributed  to  accidents  and  7 persons  committed  sviicide.  5 persons 
died  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  88  persons  died  from  Cancer, 

15  of  these  being  Lung  Cancer.  This  latter  figure  is  three  less 
than  the  ni;rnber  of  Lung  Cancer  deaths  recorded  in  1959  “ i.e.  a 
third  year  in  succession  shov;ing  a reducti.on.  No  death  was 
ascribed  to  ''Pregnancy,  Childbii’th  or  Abortion". 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notified  incidence  of  Measles  - ^1  persons  - demonstr- .tes 
the  2 year  periodicity  of  this  disease  (in  1959  l,08l  persons  were 
notified)  and  Whooping  Cough  notifications  were  high  at  1^5  persons. 
Scarlet  Fever  notifications  (80)  were  similar  to  the  1959  figure. 

No  case  of  either  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  v;as  notified,  and  the 
Dysentery  figure  of  33  la  an  increase  on  the  1959  figure.  The 
number  of  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (27)  represents  the 
value  of  the  visit  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radi.ography  Unit  to  the 
town  during  the  year,  and  a copy  of  Dr,  Rimington's  Report  on  the 
Unit's  work  is  included,  B.C.G,  Vaccination  of  13  year  old  school 
children  continued  very  satisfactorily  and  the  acceptance  rate  was 
well  maintained  at  about  SCP/>  = 
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Considerable  progress  was  made  with  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 
during  i960  and  a table  has  again  been  included  to  show  the  position  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  90  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  occurred  in  a single 
outbreak  at  the  County  Training  College  in  the  Autumn. 

In  accordance  with  circular  I/6I  of  the  Ministry  of  Healthy  the 
water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Details  of  the  frequent  bacteriological  examinations  and  a sample 
chemical  analysis  are  included  in  the  report.  The  water  is  not  liable 
to  have  plumbo-solvent  action  and  all  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  house. 

The  Corporation  own  a large  modern  public  swimming  baths,  mains 
water  being  used  to  fill  these  baths  which  is  treated  by  break-point 
chlorination.  Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  are  made,  and 
have  been  entirely  ss-tisfactory . 

The  only  part  of  the  Borough  in  which  sewage  disposal  is  urgently 
needed  is  the  North  Coppenhall  Area  in  which  a number  of  premises  have 
septic  tanks  and  the  remaining  premises  have  pail  closets.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year  , 177  persons  were,  medically  examined.  Of  these  99  were 
examined  in  conjunction  with  the  Corporation's  Superannuation  and  Sickness  Pay 
Schemes,  70  were  Oounty  Staff  or  persons  seeking  entry  to  a Training  College, 
and  8 were  of  persons  applying  for  a Taxi  Driver's  Licence. 

MORTUARY 

During  the  year  82  bodies  were  taken  to  the  Mortuary  and  76  Post  Mortem 
examinations  were  carried  out. 

MORAL  WELFARE 

I am  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Orewe  and  District  Committee  for 
Prevention  and  Rescue  work  which  deals  with  moral  welfare  in  Crewe  and  the 
surrounding  area,  and  also  maintains  the  St.  Hilda's  Home,  71,  West  Street 
Crewe  for  the  following  information:- 
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During  the  year  over  100  women  and  girls , as  well  as  37  babies 
have  been  given  help;  J>h  girls  and  31  babies  have  passed  through 
the  Home,  most  of  the  mothers  staying  for  a period  of  three  months, 
before  and  after  the  birth  of  their  babies.  Of  those  who  have  been 
at  St.  Hilda's,  28  girls  returned  to  their  own  homes,  7 of  them 
taking  their  babies  with  them;  3 passed  on  to  other  homes,  and  3 
others  went  into  lodgings.  20  babies  were  placed  for  adoption. 

2 babies  were  stillborn. 

Of  the  outdoor  Vi/ork  which  has  been  done  in  this  area,  27  girls 
were  sent  to  Mother  and  Baby  Homes,  staying  the  usual  time. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


In  addition  to  the  satisfactory  samples  taken  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector's  staff,  13  samples  of  filtered  water  were 
taken  by  the  Mid.  & South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board.

REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OF  CREV/E,  I960 


The  visit  to  Crewe  and  district  was  made  between  the  4th  August  and 
the 23rd  November,  I96O.  It  embraced  the  Borough  of  Crewe  and  the  village 
of  Haslington,  but  not  the  village  of  Alsager,  which  had  been  included  in 
the  previous  visits  in  1936,  1951  and  1949o  Alsager  was  visited  in  i'fe.y, 
1961  and  will  be  the  subject  of  a separate  report. 

During  the  period,  the  Unit  set  up  at  the  following  centres :-

At  certain  of  the  above  industrial  centres,  the  employees  of  other 
firms  in  the  vicinity  were  allowed  to  attend.  Open  public  sessions, 
including  evening  sessions,  were  arranged  at  the  Yoxall  Institute, 

The  Railway  Hospital  and  the  Lecture  Hall  at  the  Locomotive  Works.  The 
public  sessions  were  widely  advertised  by  leaflets  distributed  to 
householders  and  through  schools,  by  posters,  announcements  in  the  local 
newspapers  and  films  at  the  local  cinemas. 

In  comparing  the  present  report  with  that  of  1956,  it  will  be  noted 
that,  in  addition  to  the  exclusion  of  the  centres  at  Alsager  and  Radway 
Green,  the  Training  College  Crewe,  and  Nash  Kelvinator  Ltd,,  are  not

included  in  this  report-  The  visit  to  the  Training  College  had  to 
be  made  in  May,  1960.^  before  the  end  of  the  College  year  in  July. 

The  firm  of  Nash  Kelvinator  Ltd.  closed  down  their  .Crewe  Works  and 
and  moved  their  plant  to  another  part  of  the  country  in  the  period 
between  1956  and  I96O.  In  accordance  with  the  Board's  policy, 
school  children  and  expectant  mothers  were  also  excluded. 

The  results  of  the  Survey  are  summarised  in  the  following  tables. 
Tlie  figures  shown  in  Table  I were  compiled  by  the  General  Register 
Office  from  a ten  per  cent  sample  of  the  record  cards  completed  by 
the  Unit  during  the  Survey.  The  figures  give  a sufficiently 
accurate  analysis  of  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  examinees, 
but  some  degree  of  error  is  inevitable  in  small  groups  such  as 
'Doctors'  Referrals'.  The  figures  given  in  the  other  tables  are 
accurate  in  accordance  with  the  Unit  records.

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COMMENTS 

1)  The  number  of  persons  examined  during  the  I96O  Survey,  shows  a drop  of 
approximately  eight  hundred  on  the  1956  figures,  after  due  allowance 
has  been  made  for  the  exclusion  of  Alsager,  school  children  and  the 
Training  College.  No  account  has  been  taken  of  the  closing  of  the 
Nash  Kelvinator  factory,  which  employed  about  one  thousand  people,  and 
some  reduction  in  the  Locomotive  Works  labour  force.  Obviously  many 
of  these  people  would  find  work  in  other  factories  in  the  area,  but  it 
is  impossible  to  calculate  the  proportion. 

2)  The  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  requiring  treatment  or  close 
observation  dropped  to  31  from  the  55  discovered  in  1956,  giving  an 
incidence  rate  of  1.7  per  1,000  examinees,  compared  with  2.2  per  1,000 
in  1956.  This  reduction  is  in  line  with  the  declining  incidence 
throughout  the  country.  Only  four  cases  could  be  described  as  far 
advanced,  and  the  majority  had  moderate  to  minimal  lesions  which  would 
probably  respond  well  to  treatment. 

3)  Five  cases  of  carcinoma  bronchus  were  detected  - all  men  above  middle 
age.  Four  of  these  were  suitable  for,  and  had,  surgical  treatment. 

k)  All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the  majority 
for  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  Hospital.  Thanks 
should  be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and  surgeons  concerned  and 
particularly  to  Dr.  A.  Fleming  and  his  chest  team  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  majority  of  these  new  cases. 

In  conclusion,  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  thanks  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  during  the 
Survey,  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Locomotive  Works  and  the  Area 
Medical  Officer  for  their  active  co-operation  in  all  matters  including  the 
use  of  premises  for  the  examination  of  members  of  the  public  and  employees 
from  firms  in  the  vicinity.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirteenth  annual  report  on  the  work 
of  the  public  health  inspectorate.  The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of 
continued  activity  in  all  phases  of  the  work. 

Work  on  the  present  slum  clearance  programme  has  progressed  satisfactorily. 
The  Central  Ward  No.  6 (Liverpool  Street/Forge  Street)  Clearance  Area,  19^0, 
comprising  186  dv/elling  houses  was  declared  and  lA  houses  v;ere  dealt  with  as 
individual  unfit  premises,  lii/hilst  excellent  progress  has  been  made  it  must  be 
emphasised  that  slum  clearance  must  necessarily  be  regarded  as  a continuous 
process.  As  \infit  dwellings  are  closed  or  demolished  others  owing  to  age  or 
neglect  gradually  deteriorate  and  finally  reach  the  stage  of  unfitness  which 
warrants  their  inclusion  in  future  slum  clearance  proposals.  It  is,  therefore, 
advisable  for  intending  piirchasers  of  property  of  this  "type  to  make  judicious 
enquiries  and  seek  professional  advice  before  committing  themselves  to  purchase. 

Thirty-six  applications  v/ere  received  and  approved  under  the  provisions 
of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  for  improvement  grants  to 
modernise  suitable  houses.  Since  the  scheme  came  into  operation  some  200 
applications  have  been  approved  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  work  of 
modernising  I68  dwellings  had  been  completed. 

The  total  cost  of  the  work  on  the  200  dwellings  will  be  £39>829  of 
which  £30,013  vi^ill  rank  for  grant  purposes.  This  system  of  preserving  and 
improving  existing  dwellings  has  much  to  commend  it  but  despite  the 
G-overnment ' s efforts  6f  simplifying  and  improving  the  grant  conditions  the 
response  has  been  disappointing  particularly  in  regard  to  tenanted  properties. 

In  Crewe,  of  the  200  applications  approved,  only  6 relate  to  tenanted  houses. 
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Figures  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  reveal 
that,  apart  from  council  owned  properties’,  far  more  grants,  both  discretionary 
and  standard,  are  being  made  in  respect  of  ovmer-occupied  property  than 
tenanted.  In  the  case  of  discretionary  grants  the  ratio  of  ovmer-occupied 
to  tenanted  is  2:1,  whereas  in  the  case  of  standard  grants  it  is  4:1.  To  sum 
up,  in  i960,  out  of  a total  of  125,807  grants  only  24,211  v>rere  for  the 
improvement  of  privately  owned  tenanted  houses. 

Y/hilst  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  owner-occupiers  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  scheme  it  has  been  of  little  value  to  the  tenants  of  rented  houses 
and  has  done  little  to  improve  the  standards  of  amenity  of  the  very  large 
stock  of  property  in  this  class. 

The  inspectorate  have  continued  to  devote  as  much  time  as  possible  to  the 
inspection  of  food  premises  of  all  types.  All  plans  of  food  premises  submitted 
to  the  Coioncil  are  scrutinised  for  compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and 
Regulations  and  v/here  amendments  are  necessary  the  owner  or  architect  is 
advised  of  the  departments  requirements  before  the  plans  are  submitted  to  the 
appropriate  Committees,  This  system  has  worked  very  well  indeed  and  architects 
and  owners  have  co-operated  to  the  full.  Existing  premises  present  many  problems 
connected  with  matters  such  as  the  suitability  of  the  premises  generally, 
restricted  accommodation  and  the  question  of  expense  of  bringing  them  up  to  a 
modern  standard.  Many  premises  have  been  brought  up  to  a good  standard  vdxLlst 
others  have  only  been  made  to  comply  vdth  the  law  in  its  narrov/est  sense.  It 
must  be  stressed  that  there  is  still  great  room  for  improvement.  A good 
structural  standard  is  important  but  this  is  of  no  avail  unless  personal 
hygiene  is  of  the  very  highest  order.  In  this  matter  both  employers  and 
employees  have  a part  to  play  but  if  the  employee  is  to  be  expected  to  take 
his  full  share  of  responsibility  in  this  respect  management  must  set  an  example. 

Since  1949,  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  the  department  has  made  regular  monthly  recordings  of  the  degree  of  air 
pollution  in  the  Borough.  PiILl  details  of  these  are  given  in  the  section  of  the 
teport  dealing  with  Atmospheric  Pollution.  In  this  regard  I v/ould  once  again 
like  to  thank  the  Area  Chemist  of  British  Railways  (Midland  Region), 

R.  Emrys  Jones,  Esq.,  A.M.C.T.,  F.R.I.C,,  and  his  staff  for  their  valued 
assistance  and  co-operation. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  members  of  the  staff  and  to  other 
chief  officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation.

PUBLIC  CLEANSIN& 

The  removal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is  based  on  a weekly 
collection  service  and  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods,  this 
frequency  of  collection  was  maintained  generally  tturoughout  the  Borough. 

The  Cleansing  Department  operates  a Refuse  Disposal  Plant,  a Kitchen 
Waste  Processing  Plant  and  has  a separate  Garage  and  Workshop. 

Twelve  vehicles  (including  one  spare  vehicle)  are  employed  on  the 
collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  and  nightsoil,  in  addition  to  three 
vehicles  used  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal.

2,83if  tons  of  shop  and  factory  refuse  were  also  brought  to  the  Refuse 
Disposal  Works  for  disposal,  making  a total  of  18,091  tons  of  refuse  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  46.5^  of  the  total  refuse  passed  through  the  works 
while  the  remainder  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  estimated  amount  of  nightsoil  collected  during  the  year  was  15^  tons. 

A separate  Annual  Report  is  issued  for  the  Public  Cleansing  services 
in  the  Borough. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  still  a n\imber  of  waste  water  closets  and  privy  pails  in  the 
Borough,  The  majority  of  the  waste  water  closets  are  in  properties  included 
in  the  current  clearance  programme  while  the  pails  are  in  the  present  unsewered 
northern  area  of  the  town. 

One  set  of  water  closet  fittings  was  issued  during  the  year  for  the 
conversion  of  a waste  water  closet, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  to  the  district "is  provided  by  the  Mid.  and  South  East 
Cheshire  Water  Board, 

During  th4  year  tv^elve  samples  of  watef'were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  examination.  One  sample  was  unsatisfactory  on  account 
of  high  sediment  content.  Immediate  notification  was  sent  to  the  Mid.  and 
South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board  who  arranged  to  flush  the  mains,  after  which 
the  supply  proved  satisfactory.

Follo;?ing  the  treatments  carried  out,  737  rats  and  643  mice  v/ere 
picked  up,  whilst  the  estimated  kill  was  2,459  ra,ts  and  1,089  mice. 

During  the  year  the  rodent  operators  paid  5j235  visits  in  connection 
with  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  premises. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sev/ers  were  also  carried  out.  9^0 
manholes  were  ha,ited  and  459  takes  of  poison, bait  were  regorded,  showing 
an  estimated  kill  of  1,620  rats. 


There  are  four  premises  in  the  Borough,  licensed  for  the  sale  of  pet 
animals.  All  these  premises  comply  with  the  recommended' conditions  of  the 
Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  which  were  adopted 
by  the  Council.

FOOD  HYG-IEI'JE 

Food  hygiene  has  continued  to  receive  the  attention  of  the  public 
health  inspectorate  and  1,433  visits  have  been  made  for  this  purpose. 

All  plans  of  food  premises  submitted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  are 
scmtinised  for  compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  and  where 
amendments  are  necessary  the  o\mer  or  architect  is  advised  and  corrections 
made  before  submission  to  the  appropriate  Committees,  This  system  has  worked 
very  well  indeed  and  architects  and  others  have  co-operated  f\iLly  with  the 
Department,
